Burnt had informed him that it would 
b« neoewary to oanoel hie engagemeat 
at Cinolunati aud Detroit, m be must 
have an oocat<iouui day of rest 

The maaDL-r of adopting a joiut label 
for the ihoe workers, was brought up 
with majority and minority reports. 
Ae one of the three organizatioas unit- 
ing on the label is afliliated with the 
Knighti of Labor tha mattar wae de- 
fanradtinika oommlllaa ea Matewoe 
reports. 

A letter from Governor Waite was 
read. It was a ohuraoteriBtic doouutent, 
touching oti the actiou of Presideuts 
Harrison and Cleveland in oalling out 
th« Federal troops for the settling of la- 
bor and other troubles and urging work- 
ingmeu to unite in political actiou. 

At 10 o'clock the "Political Program," 
which was submitted br tba last con- 
raation to the varione unions to be act- 
ed npon by them and than by the feder- 
ation, was taken up. It was as follows: 

Whereas, The trade aolonliU of Great 
Britain have by the light of expedience 
and the logio of progrces. adopted ttie 
prinolple of independent labor polltlos aa 
an auxiliary to their eooocmlo aetton, and

It 
WM elaimad that the labor onions of 
Snglaad bad no poiitioal organisation. 
Joha F. Tobia of the boot and shoe 
workers stirred np a storm when he as- 
sarted that there was a poiitioal organ i- 
■atioa amoog laboftef men, and that 
the presidents, seo t etMies and ethor 
officers of labor ociaalaatloBs nse their 




pare. Secretary Evans and other fUdera- 
eration officers. 

Mr. Tobin remarked that svoh a show 
of feeling was all the proof he wanted 
that hie shot had hit the mark. He was 
applauded bv T. J. Morma and othera 

Wlu'u he hud flntshedPresident Gk>m- 
pers took the floor and denounced as a 
lie tilt- Keuural charge which inslnded 
him aud dolied Mr. Tobin, Mr. Morgan 
or any other deloK*'* point to a Vml- 
norablc phicn in hio career as to honesty. 
He chargnd that it wa-s a cowardly, co 
vert attack upou orgatjued labor. He 
was lunrt clear througli aud his words 
were very bitter. 

Others followed in a milder vein, but 
the display during the 10 minute.s ix;- 
cupi'^d by 'robin aud (ionipers showed 
the natiui' nt tlie ti^'ht on Ihe tapis be- 
tween till) supporlcrs aud opponents of 
the soviuli.'jtic piaiik. 

P. J. Moliuirt" diiniod that the lictiou 
of the Kuk1i'*1i laboniiK mon politically 
\va.s biLSfd uiKiii till- planks f;iveu lu the 
"Politual I'ro^-rai'i " H« read an ex- 
tract I'rom uu Kiife'li-^li ucwHp nper which 
charged John Muni-i with artnifiivsa 
decoy for the Liberal p;uty. He d-v 
noonoed the attempt to tvirce the feder- 
ation into a political party, each mem- 
ber had l>een assured upon jouhuk his 
union that its pledges should not con 
fliot with his political views in any par- 
ticular He said the l.aOO labor leaders 
of Great Brtain who are holding muni- 
cipal offices are greatly ontnonbered by 
their American bretbrea in similar 
peeitions. 

At 13 o'clock the previous question 
was sailed for and the roUcall resulted 
la the strlk.Jf out of the preamble by 
a TOte of l.Sw to 801. A vote was then 
an Plaak L without debate, it was 
adopted.

Plank 0 was adopted without discus- 
sion, though several (lelegates a.-kt-d tr 
l>e recorded as voting in thu uej^ative. 

Wh^n the famous i'ianx l(j came up a 
few minutes before 4 o'clock, the tujj ot 
war was reached. Mr, stra.-iser of New 
Jersey stated he proposed to make the 
author of Chat pluuk declare bim^-r lf 
He offered as ^n amendment the a nn 
tion of the words "by means of oouhsua 
tion without compensation." 

T J. Morgan, author of the plank, 
seconded the amendment. 

A. MoCraith of bobtou offered a sub- 
stitute OS follows: "The abolition of the 
monopoly system of laod holding aud 
Ihe substituting therefor a title of boon 
panoy and use only." 

J. Mahlou Barnes of the cigar mak- 
ers' union raised the point of order that 
a similar resolution had been already 
adopted by the fedarattoo aud there- 
fore oonld not be ooiurtdered. 
President Uompera ruled against the 

Slat and Mr. Barnes appealed from 
edeeisiODot theohalr, ualfadosen 
men wanted to discuss the appeal, but 
the president ruled that only the ap- 
pelant and the appelUed speak. Barnes, 
demanded that the president raoate the 
chair during the disousaion, bat llie lat- 
ter declined. Theohalr WMsastaiaed 
by a Tote of 87 (o 1ft. 

Most of the delegates came to the hall 
with speeohee on Plank, 10 prepared, 
and this fact no doubt did muoli to keep 
down inflammatory expression. 

Mr. titrasser followed Mr. Morgan 
in opposition to sooialism. He said 
go<:iulism was not progressing. The 
socialistic growth in Germany was not 
socialism, he said, bat Iba rise of 
democracy. 

Mr. Bruamwood of the Typographical 
union said so far us he wu.s informed 
the delegates were all under instnic- 
tiuu from tneir union as to their votes, 
aud he thought aU argomenls were 
uselems. 

Others spoke at leugth, aud the con- 
veutiou adjourned with the (lueHtion 
stiU uuder oousideratiou. 

Thomas J. Morgan presented a chart 
to show the relative numbers and wealth 
of workiugmeu, buaiuesa men, capital- 
ists and milli(jnairt :j. lii» npeech was a 
vigorous advocacy of aooialism. A five 
minute limit was made, but when tiis 
time was up half a dozen men volun- 
teered to give him their time and he 
spoke half an hour. He denied the 
onarge made iu President Oompers' re- 
port tliat tlie social Istio idea was 
smuggled into the jirogram. He said: 
"Wu have as our allies in the sooialistio 
movement all kinds of labor saving ma- 
chinery aud we have the millionaires. 
They put Debs in jail today. I am glad 
of it. That is the kind uf work that 
wlU make you vote to put men on the 
beach who will render such dsoiiioiu."

and in I.S<J'<!, to make a very encouraging 
coinpariNou of earnings for that moujh. 
wliicli bhuws ao increase in total pay 
menu of 15.2 per oent over last year, 
bat a deore a ee of 18.8 per oaai la oom 
parleon with 1888. 

A statement at handa employed shows 
that in the same eetabliMuueuts 10.4 
per cent more persons were employed 
than a year ago, but 8.0 per oent less 
than in IbOS. The average of earuuiKS 
for over :«fiO,000 hands is 4 per cent 
larger than in iWil, but 13 1-2 per ceut 
lass than in 1893, and this statement 
takes no account of hours of work iu 
the mouth compared or ot the estublish- 
meuts not working at all this year lu 
some of the iudustrles mor«3 hands are 
at work than iu IHVi, but in others the 
decrease is lar^e. 

Contradictory changes in business are 
quite in oMh r at this season.

The detaiiod reports regarding tiie 
chief industries ore not altogether en 
oouragmg. The iron output increased 
during the mouth of November and was 
108,iG:i2 tons weekly Dec 1, against 10:^, 
iXd Nov. 1, but the increase in atouKS 
unsold was 50, UB tons, which averajjes 
11,700 tons per week, indicating that iiie 
increase io production during the month 
of November w^ts not supported by i hu 
demand for ptodnota. Accordmgiy 
prioes have boon deolining, the general 
average of articles being only 64.1* of the 
average in (>(:t(jber. ib9u, against oO 7 
on I>ac. 1. The Pittsburg markets 
shows most weakness, Bessemer pig 
being Quoted at 8i0.1fi, and grey forge 
offered al |8.80, and bar iron MUiing at 
M oents, but in straetnral forms the 
eailem demand is sutlloiently large to 
oanae a slight adTaaoa in beams. The 
minor metals are etrongar, though ap- 
parently for speouiatlTe reasons only. 

The teitlle manufactures are on the 
whole weaker, althetigb sales of wool 
for the past week, in part for speonla- 
tiva pn r poeee, haTO been larger thiaa one 
year or tvrojrears ago aad for two weeks 
of December and have been 8,010,iK)0 
pounds, against 7,807,800 last year and 
10,528,800 iu 1898. The orders for spring 
wool do not materially Inorease, but the 
current demand for immediate delivery 
continues unusually large. Cotton 
goods are demoralized by some reduc- 
tion aud by the announcement of a 
great auction sale of 917,000 pieces by 
bliss, Fabyau &, Company, and the ii-- 
rei^ularity in staples inoreaeee, wbile 
print oloths are steady. 

Failures for the past week have been 
a4U lu Ihe United Utalea against Sau last 
year, and 80 la Oaaada agaiaal 40 last 
year.

The contempt for which the defend- 
ants were arranged was a violation of 
an injunction issued .luly 2 by .ludges 
Woods and (rrosscup, which forbade all

It was claimed by the L'ulted States 
district attoruey that Debs aud the 
other officers aud directors of the Amer- 
ican Railway union r> pealedly violated 
this order ot tne court by issuing direc- 
tions to their licutuuanta all over the 
country to call out tho men and advia- 
lup ihe orippling of the railroad system 
of rh ■ L'uited States, if possible.

An Important Decision of the Ooart 
•f Avpeali on the IVlilMl 



(Frankfort ArKUi) 

The Court of Appeals, in the case of 
the Commonwealth against Addams, 

Clerk of the Court of Appeals, to deter- 
mine the authority of the Court of Ap- 
peals to fix the compensation of Mr. 
.\ddams' deputies, has handed down an 
opinion of considerable importance to 
office holders in Kentucky. Under the 
piovisions of section 246 of the new Con- 
stitution, it is pro\'ided as follows: "No 
public officer except the Govemor, tlMll 
receive more than $5,000 per annum as 
compensation for official services, inde- 
pendent of the compensation of legally 
authorised deputies and assistants, 
which shall be flxed and provided by 
law." The Court of Appeals con.strues 
this section to mean that the Legislature 
moit llz the oompensation of pnbUe offi- 
cers, the statute directing the Judges of 
the Court of Appeals to fix the salaries 
of the Clerk's depatiei being declared 
unconstitutional becaoae Itit adeleRation 
of legislative power. 

This opinion will prevent Sheriffs, 
Jailers and Clerks of courts from fixing 
the salaries of their deputies on the 
ground that it is the delegation of legis- 
lative power, whidi is prohibited ander 
the Oonstitntion. 

The panie question may arise in fixing 
the salaries of city and county otlicials 
and their depatiea. as there seems to be 
no exception made in the Constitution to 
any ofiicer, all of them being classed 
public offloars.

A special from Frank{(jrl to the Ix)uis- 
ville Post says that the decision afTects 
the salary of every County Judge, Com- 
missioner, Superintendent and Treasurer, 
and, perhape, other ooonty ottoen hn 
the SUte. 

Under the Constitution, section 60, it 
ifi provided: "No law except such as re- 
lates to the sale, loan or gift of vinous* 
spiritaoni ortnaltliqnors, bridges, turn- 
pikes or other pnhlir roads, puhlii; 
buildings or improvements, fencing, 
running at large of stock, matters per 
taining to common schools, paupers and 
the regulation by counties, cities, towns 
or other municipalities of their local 
affaii-s, shall be enacted to take efi'ect 
upon the approval of any authority than 
the General Assembly, unless otherwise 
expressly provided in this Constitution." 

Section 140 of the Constitution reads : 
There shall be estatilislied in each 
county now existing or which may here- 
after be created in this State a court to 
be styled the County Court, to consist of 
a Judge, who shall be a conservator of 
the peace, and shall raeeive luch com* 
pensation for his servlOM as may be pre- 
scribed by law." 

When it came to the prescribing ot the 
law, the Legislature in section 1072 of 
Kentucky Statues said: "The County 
Judge shall receive an annual salary, to 
be fixed at a reasonable amount by the 
Fiscal Court and paid in quarterly install- 
ments l)y the county." In section IOH:; 
substantially the same provision was 
made for the allowance to County Oom- 
uiissioners, and in section Ail9 to County 
Superintendents with the exception that 
it Axes a scale of from 8 to 90 cents per 
pupil, and in section 964 to County Treas- 
urers, with the exception that it limits 
the salary to $1,000 per annum. In the 
matter of the authority under section 

1776, referring to Konton, Campbell and 
Fayette counties or counties having more 
than 40,000 population and less than 
75,000, for the County Judge to fix the 
salary of each deputy or assistant of the 
varioas county officers mentioned therein 
" by an order of record and shall not ex- 
eeed Jl,20n i)er annum." Kx-Chiof Jus- 
tice Uines, who represented A. Addams, 
OkKkot the Ooort ot Appeab, hi hia case 
■filnst the Oommonwedtb, reported in 
the Kentuoky Smw Beporter, May 19, 
1894, and opinkm delivered by Judge 
Pryor, said that the Legislature clenrlyi 
according to the Constitution, could not 
delegate its power tO a eourt to fix sal- 
aries. This waa a teat case of section 

1777, delegating authority to the Court 
of Appeals to tix the salary of the dep- 
uty clerks of that court, and the court 
held: 

Section 246 of the Constitution, pro- 
viding that ' no public officers exqept the 
Governor shall rsedve more than |B,000 
per annum as coinponsation for ofTi. ial 
services, independently of the compensa- 
tion of legally authoriaed deputies and 
assistants, which shall l)e fixed and de- 
termined t)y law, means that the legis- 
lature shall regulate this oompensation, 
and that branch of the government has 
no power to delegate this right or duty to 
another branch of the government as to 
make the judiciary iti afont for fixing 
such compenaation."
